What a sense of fitness Is shown 
by the Catholic church when she 
appoints the month of November as 
the time when wo shonl4 recall In a 
special imanner the memory of our 
dead, as a time above all time* when 
we should pray for their deparied 
soula and for the souls of all God's 
faithful who have gone before us 
with the sign of faith and repose In 
the sleep of peace. What other 
month would be more in harmony 
with our present thoughts and feel- 
ings? Summer has Just left us, 
leaving behind her a trail ot crim- 
son and gold and a blase of October 
glory. On all sides we bhe tht wreck 
and ruin of leaf and flower. The 
once luxuriant treea, now naked and 
bare, are but ghosts of their former 
selves as they stand atrembllng in 
the moaning gale, lifting up to 
heaven their withered arms. With 
reason these bleak November days 
have been called "the saddest of the 
year." As we look out of our win- 
dow these mornings we see desolate 
nature slowly drawing around her 
naked form the mantle of death. 
And as we go along the way the 
rustling of the dry dead leaves be- 
neath our feet awakens within us 
solemn thoughts of some one gone 
before and of our own going forth. 
A I this seasoa more thaa at any 
other we are Impressed with the 
fact that la the midst of Ute we are 
In death, and that man's days are as 
grass which today is and tomorrow 
is not. Truly the church made no 
mistake In selecting this month as 
the month of "All Souls." for now It 
is a most natural thought, a consnl- 
ng thought, as well a;^ i holy and 
wholeMpj; thought, to pray for the 
dead Inat oof liay be l eoaed from 
their sins. 

The feast of All Saints Is observed 
on November 1. On this day the 
church invites us to the two-fold 
sentiment of joy and sorrow. In the 
Kpislle she encourages us by show- 
ing that there are In heaven saints 
of every country and every age. 
In the c.ospel she marka the rirtues 
we n^ust practise in order to arrive 
there. In the Preface she tells us 
that the saints sre our brethren, 
that they look upon us with love 
and aid us by their powerful pia>- 
ers. At vespers she reiminds us that 
we are exiles, and teaches us to 
sigh, like the captive Israelites at 
Babylon, for the heavenly Jerusalem, 
our true country. The feast of All 
Saints commenced In the seventh 
century. It was established in Rome 
by Bonltace IV., and then passed 
Into all the ehurch«s. It was estsb- 
ilshed to honor all the saints, to 
thank f!od for the grace bestowed 
upon his elect, to excite us to 
Imitate the virtues of the saints, and 
to give us an occasion to repair the 
faults comaUtted la the eelebratlen 
ot the partlcnlar feast ot eaifh mlat. 

Monday will be All Souls' day and 
will be marked by solemn ceremony 
by Catholics throughout the world. 
As for the doctrine of "Prayers for 
the Dead." antli|ulty Is loud in con- 
firmation of It S\irely Terlnlllan. 
who was born about 160 A. D., and 
died afur ItO A. D.. shrely hs who 
boasted of eonaerratlsm was not 
Inventlngjnew doctrine when he 
wrote: 'The Sacrament of the Euch- 
arist, which was commanded by the 
lAjrd to be received by all at meal 
lime, we take In our mei iings before 
dawn and from the hands of none 
ex<'ept the presidents: we <iiake 
offerings in behalf of the dead, for 
their anniveruries." Again apeaking 
of the dead haafeaad ol a eertain

•■Tell that person that be l» not 
to b.- a Josiilt, but that the Far 
West will one day reeooad with the 
iiraleea of the Childrea ef Mary," 
was the lasptred aaswer glrea hy a 
holy Jesuit ley brother one day 
when asked for his prayers that he 
might adviRe a friend according to 
tho will of God. No names had been 
mentioned and no clrcumatanceB 
FtntPd to the. good brother, yet his 
decision largely iaflneneed tJie Rev. 
Terenee Jaaiee Deaaghoo. paator of 
St. Michael's ehnreh. Phlladelphis, 
to forego hiB Intention of entering 
the Soclfty of Jesus, and also re- 
sulted In his founding the Sfarters of 
Charity of the Blessed VUlttt Mary 
In Philadelphia In 1833. 

Beginning with five lealons mem- 
bers In humble qaarters in Wllling's 
alliar. aear St. Joseph's ehureh, these 
Sisters form one of the great teach- 
ing orders of the West, thongh little 
known elsewhere, as they have no 
houses east of Chicago. They num- 
ber 1.200 members, with seventy- 
four convents and schools, In which 
about 28,000 pupils rereive such an 
education as only the experienced 
teachiaa ordocs of the church can 
gire. Thsir eovreata aad schools 
are to be found In most of the dio- 
ceses of Iowa and Illtnois, with 
many establishments In Missouri. 
Nebraska, Montana, Colorado and 
California. They condact about 
fifty high schools and academies and 
in Chicago alone they have charge of 
twenty-three parochial sehoola and 
four high schools. 

The Inspiration that resulted In 
their establishment Is to be looked 
for during the cholera epidemic of 
18:11 In Dublin, when Mary Prances 
Clarke, Margaret Mann, Elisabeth 
Kelly, Catherine Byrne aad Rose 
OTooIe met in their ministrations 
among the stricken, and began their 
life work by teaching poor children, 
being privileged at tho same time to 
he of ;issistance to Mothtr Catherine 
Mf.\iili y. who had just founded the 
Sisters of Mercy In Baggot street. 
They took a bouse in North Ann 
street from whldi to p reseente their 
work, and their chaplain happened to 
be, or was It not rather providen- 
tial, a Philadelphia priest in Ire- 
land for his health. From him they 
heard of the great need of Catholic 
teachers in America and hither they 
finally derided to couie, Tho cele- 
brant of the last mass at which they

afterward destined to rule over the 
diocese of St. Louis as successor of 
the Right Rev. Joseph Rosati, its 
Brst Bishop, and then to be the first 
Archbishop of that great see. 

The four named sailed from Liver- 
pool on the Cassandra, July 18, 
18SS, Mlas O'Toole being detained 
until later by some pressing business 
affairs. They were accompanied hy 
John Barly, on his way to the Jest\lt 
novitiate at Frederick, and Andrew 
Burns, a New York seminarian. On 
arriving at New York their first nils- 
fortune was tho loss of their savings 
in Miss Kelly's keeping, which fell 
overboard as they were learlas the 
ship. The warmth of their welcome 
to the home of Mrs. James RelUy, 
aunt of Mr. Burns, made them forget 
their troubles. Though invited by 
the pastor of old St. Peter's to re- 
main in the city, they adhered to 
their original liiteiitioii and arrived 
in Philadelphia, September 7, with- 
out BoiMgr. tri sads or aay dadaite 
plaa.
